KOO TENAY LAKE AND TOAD MOUN- 
TAIN MINKS. 

The report of the (loltl Coinmissioiiorof 
West Kdotonay Disii iol , wliieli liiis occu- 
pied tiireo uumlu Ts of our receiiL isaiies, 
is worthy of inoi't- lliaii pa-ssin^ iiolico. A 
fiireful ponisiial cif it shows that Mr. 
Spinal has iiiailo a very ohiboralo exaiii- 
iiialiuii of Ihn mines, and Ims spent much 
lime and ialiiir ill pre'iiariiit; his report. 
1 1 is alsii evident tliat ho him availed liiin- 
self I'f tlie experience and peisoiial kiiow- 
ledye iil .stinio very iiituUiyont mining on- 
;.;ineeis, who havo had more extended 
oppni tunitios of oxaminiug the geological 
formation of that section than it was pos- 
sible for him to do. To mining men, who 
Ure familiar with Himilar formiition.s in 
other rvLjiiins, tlie doscriiition ot the coiiii- 
( ry rock and I he varion.s uro belts is of 
;.;j-eat valuu'. 'riio.st; accjiminted with 
l.eadvilio and Aspeu in Colorado, and 
with tile Kinvlca district in Nevada, 
made lainim.s hy the Richmonil and Kiire- 
ka cnnsiilidal.ed iiiiiies, will .ico at onco 
the alnioat perfect similarity to those 
sections which exists in this new 
region. This similarity will give to 
scientitic aud practical men a strung 
proof of the great extent and per- 
niaueiice of the mines. The granite of 
Toad Mountain forming "contacts" with 
liinesii'iie, and the luica 8cj|||st of Hot 
Spring's Cainii, also v traversed by 
belts of siniilHr limestone, are both 
evidences of rich and lasting lodes.

The Toad Mountain ores are evidently of 
a very high grade, niiich "resembling some 
of the iniwous Montana minea near Butte 
Oity and'Helena. Gray copper, mixed 
with galena, is the characteristic of this 
class iif mines. Usually veins of these 
rich nioLai.s are narrow, varyiiii,' from a 
few inches up to four or live feet in width, 
in Tiiad iMoinilain tlie jirincipal mino, 
the Silver Kiiii;, ahuws a widlli of L'O and 
,'J(t feel. It is this ciicinnstai:ce which 
iiiakes it phenomenal, more than the ricli- 
uess of the assays, which are rarely lower 
thtiii 50 ounces of silver to the ton, and 
extend up into the thousands. Shipment. s 
of carloads of this ore are now being 
made, wluch average $200 and $300 in 
value. This camp is an extended one, 
and singularly the mine9 in the extreme 
(^■lslel•n and extreme western ends have 
lliiis I'ar proved the richest. Knrtiier 
del ehipiiieiil may prove that the inler- 
uiedialr loeaiioiis are not iiifiM-i(n-. It is 
ovideni lli.il a iaii;er number of niiMi will 
liiid loom foi' eiiiplnyiiient in this camp. 
CVinlinmais veins for a ilistanee of three 
or four miles ought to give work to 5,00(1 
miners, and it is probable that the ex 
treme width uf the ore belt may bo found 
to bo much greater than now oppcars. 
Anothei- feature of this camp is the oxist- 
euco of gold ill the galonn and copper 
ores, and also of h.des of free inilliiiK 
,f!old ores in tlie iiuinediate proxiiiiily, 
Simiil ill',' moll pi'i/.o silver (uv.-i wiiicii can y 
;i fail- aiiioujil of frold. It enriches tin; 
biilhoii which is exlnicted, and thus re- 
duces tlie. |ii'opiirtional expiMise of freitjlit 
upon tiio bullion to the- reliiiers. 

The Hot Springs Qanip upon Kootenay 
Lake, about thirty miles distant f roiu-Toad 
mountain, seems fiom Mr. Sproat's report 
to be an oi|Ually or more important camp. 
Here, llie miinher of well-delined veins of 
U'ad (Mv.s which have been fairly tested is 
very ;4i i!Ht. ( ialena carrying from .'iU to 
1(10 ounces of .silver per toiF and (JO to 70 
|iercelil. of lead exists in i^reat (piantitiu.^. 
I'jai^h mine upon which ono or two huii- 
dii'd dollars of work has been dono shows 
ji pile of shipping oro, from ten to sixty 
or seventy tons, which has been selected 
by the miners as it was extracted from the 
(iiiiii).' But the most important fact in 
tiOiiifceution With this cainp is the discov- 
ery of rich carbonates in nearly all the 
lodcH. It is evidently destined to bo a 
"carlionate" camp. Tho.so who have 
iiiiiKid in Leaiiville or Eureka Dintricts 
know what. Ibis means the existeneo of 
lal'^e ore bodies which it takes years to 
<^xlia 1st and which |)roduce in Home in- 
:ilalices iiiillioiis of dollars fi'oni each ile- 
posit. 'I'lio carbonate <ire.s are much mure 
ciftsily .5iiK'l ted than ;,';iU)iia because they 
are froo from suliihur, and thoroforo need 
little or no Huxos to. form a slag which 
will dispose of this obnoxious constituont 
of sUlpliido ores. Another feature of the 
load carbonates in this camp is' their 
high gnulo in silvui'. Usually carbonates 
found in loiijuncl ion with galena produce a 
Jess 'amount of silver pur ton than tliu 



In ' conclusion Mr. Sproat refers to 
the iaolatod ' situation of tlTo district. 
Without' the coihpletioii""of a railway, 
either coiiiiectiiiL' Kootenay Lake with the 
t.!(dunibia Kiver (which the Ainsworth 
schonie proposed to do) or running from 
the ntulliern einl of Kootenay l-ake riK 
the Lardo River to Keveistokc (as contein- 
[ilated by tlie .Moberly road), the en- 
tire district will remain disconnected 
from and "useless to the Province." 
Ores will bo shipped by Boniter's ferry 
to the Northern Pncilic railway and 
thence to Ainoriuan smelters, while our 
own smelting industries languish for 
these very ores. It is certainly to be 
hoped that one >>r the otlii-r of these rail- 
ways will be const rncteil. The comnieiice- 
ineiil. of a railroail would auaken iinnied. 
iate act ivity in the >\ bole district . Alineis 
from Montana ami Id tlio, would eome in 
by hundreds and t lioiis.inds. 'I'lie mild- 
ness of the winters; the lon^' stretches of 
naviyalion and con.setiiient cheapness of 
travel and low rates of freight; the beau- 
tiful character of the lake itself ; the 
existence uf favorable town sites, und the 
permanent character of the mines, would 
cause towns, rivalling Butte and Helena, 
to Blaring into existence like maL,'ic. We 
again repeat that w e think I lie thanks of 
the comiiiunity are due lo i\lr. Sproat for 
his well digested, correct and ably writ- 
ten description of a region which will .soon 
1)0 well kiKovn among the milling camps 
of the I'acilic coast. 



INEliltlKTV A DISKASK. 

Dr. Isaac do Toucho, honorary surgeon 
of the Dunedin hospitiU, .New Zealand, 
has contributed ai. iiiterostin>; article to 
the Hartford ./oin/or/ of I in-hriiitij on the 
duty of I he Stale with reoard to inebriates. 
After laying down that ills the duty of the 
Slate to lake coL^ni/.ance of disoaae.s and to 
pass laws that w ill lessen their prevalence 
or diminish their eU'eel.-s, I'r. de Touclio 
says: "To mediir.il men, especially to 
those who hale devoted 1 lieiiiselves to the 
study of the diseases of the nervous .sy.<- 
tem, it is unneee.saary to prove th.-it in- 
ebriety is a disea.se, just as e[)ilei)ay, hy- 
steria, etc., ure diseases. But this is far 
from being understood by the goneray|)|ib- 
lie, whose ignunince of its true nature is 
reflected in the laws passed for the pun- 
ishment of the habitual drunkards." Dr. 
de Touohe asserts that hereditary predi.s- 
posilioii is the chiefc.oi.se of iiiebrii^ty, but 
the tendency may be eilln-r coie^enilal or 
!ici|liired. I'etooiLs atMii.ted with inebriety 
are frequently of a hiudily aiisceptibh) ner- 
vous organi/.atioii and biduu.' to that class 
which, if not afflicted in this mttnner, 
would be the subjects uf u ther<forms of 
nervous weakness. If woinou,' says the 
doctor, they would prob.ibly suB'er from 
hysterii and some of the iii.iny forma of 
neuralgia. If men, they nii^lit suH'er from 
hy])Ochondria. "I .see nothini; to despise 
in the inebriate," eontiiiuiM the New Xoa- 
laiid physician. "I look upon him as a 
ur^.ii aiilt'eriiii; fr^un a di:i..-ase of the ner- 
vous syslem with whieh he ni:iy have 
iiothinij to d(], whose will is inaiiliieient at 
certain limes in coiiHeiiiieiice of this dis- 
ease and I consider that ho ought to be 
troai.ed with the utmost kindness and 
linnuess. The fast pace at which we live, 
the couipetition which begins in the school 
rooms and cotitinues''in bu«ne8.s,aiid pro- 
fessional pursuits, the iieeesaily of inakin^^' 
a cyrt'iin ineoniu in order to keep pace 
with the liixiirioiiM w.nils of the atce, the 
L^reeil of speeid.'il ion, thestr.iiii of study 
1,00 oitc!U enero.udiii.o ou I he hours which 
should \h: dev..U;.l lo. sleep all iheHelcml 
l(j tile product ion of unslahlr c.juililu-iuiii 
of the nervous system and result, in hy|io 
1 houdi'iasis, insoniiiia. or drink mania. 
Kor these reasons Dr. de /amehe con- 
tends that the patient should for the Lime 
be deprived of alcohol aiid' liberty of 
.ictioii. soiiietliing almost impossible to do 
in a private house, and hence the neces- 
sity of a special hospital. The only hope 
uf cure lies in total aliBfiiiencc, and the 
pro.ipccts tif a cure depend on (I) the 
nervous teniperaiuunt ; (-) the dcL'ree to 
which the nervous .system has been im- 
plicated; (.'i) the tiino ivliicli has e|a]ised 
since the attacks of ini'hriety bewail, and 
(■I) on the .system of irealuieiit. .No cure, 
in l)i'. Zouche's opinion, should bi; con- 
sidered hopeleH.s. To send iiiebri.ates to 
prison is to punish as a crime what is 
really a disease. Curative, not penal 
l.reatmont is io(iuirod. ■ Ho woiild have 
hospitids for inebriates either supported 
by the state, or under statci cbtnrol. 
Patients should be ouuuTiittod for u year, 
the period of detention only to be lossenod 
on the recoiinnendation of the medical 
otlicer; and tho patient should bo obliged 
to (lo at least .snilieieiit work l,o cover the 
expuuses of his livinic. Nothing tends to 
resLore lu;altliy niu-ve art inn so much as 
healthy occupation. Dr. di^ /cuiche truly 
remarks, " the comiiiunity pay.s far more 
heavily fiU' the jiresiuil, system, or want id' 
systeiii, than it would do if .special hos- 
pitals were established, TIlO public would 
be saved the expense oft maintaining jii- 
ebriatos in [irisoii; the; tipeoial hospitals 
would 1)0 self-supporting." '^flie conclu- 
sions arrived at by Dr. do /ouclio are: 

I. That inebriety is, in the great major- 
ity of cases, a physical disease. 

L'. That inebriety is curable in a largo 
umiiber of caHos. 

','). That tliu cominilal of iiiebri'de 
palieiiU to jtriaoii is unjust, and morally 
and phyaically injurious to thoiii. 

1. 'I'liat patients ttfl'octod with inobriuty 
can only bo treated with any moasure of 
succouH in Hiiecial liOHpilals or retreats, 
where precautions aL';ainst l\ti;\f obtainino 
alcohol could be thoroughly carried 

n. That it is I he duty of the state either 
to oHlablish or license retreats for inebri- 
ates, Uf U> du both.

Howard Scely, the Teson writer wIid 
baa been attracting attention for seveitii 
yean past by his clever sketches and 
stories of frontier Ufe, and whose recent 
novel, "A Nymph of the West," received 
favorable comment, has eumo curioius 
superstitions about litorarv composition 
and Is unique lu his methods of work 
The most unique feature of his study i» u 
human skull and femora surmounting a 
bookcase. The thigh bones aro tboso ol n 
man, but the skull is a woman's, said lo 
have formerly oppertalned to a Mexican 
X senorita of great beauty. There is some

The brain cavity is lined wltli black 
velvet, and the top of the skull opens 
with a hinge; for this ghastly bos Is a 
receptacle for pens and the names of his 
heroines inscribed upon bits of Ivory IL 
la his custom when tho name of a hcroinu 
has been selected, and her character ami 
physical attractions are in proces.s of de 
vefopment. to put this title in the head of 
the skull and let; it remain there until tlm 
story is finished. The oj-os of the skull 
a«*e provided with silver fonts to contain 
ink — the left red and tho right black 
When In the throes of composition tliia 
skuU la used, and his lictioii may, there 
foi-e, be said to emanate from tho left 
eye. and consequently from the riglit 
hemisphere of the skuil of tho Mexiciui 
senorita.

Value of the Cncoutiiit T|.<>«. 
"A full gro^vn cocoauiil tree will ma 
ture from sixty to a liundred nuts an 
nually," said a Wasbinfjton market dealer 
to a reporter, "lu reality llio cocouuut 
tree is one of tho most valuable trees in 
the world, nearly every part of it being 
useful to man The natives eat the young 
roots and also weave them into baslieta 
The tender leaves are crooked like cub 
bage, and the old leaves ore made Into 
cloth, hats, baskets, fans, lanterns, etc^ 
roots, for dshlng nets, even for writing 
paper. The magnilicent trunk of the tree 
furnishes canoes, house posts and fences 
The ribs of the leaves aro so strong that 
they make excellent paddles for boats, ar 
rows, combs, torches and no end of other 
useful things. 

"When the wood Is burned It makes the 
very beat potash for soap. By a peculiar 
process of fermentation, good vinejfar can 
be obtained from it, and also a fair kind 
of sugar. Tho name of the fruit Is de 
rived from tho Portuguese word cocoa 
and the English word nut. Cocoa means 
'an ugly mask,' and is said to have been 
given because the end of a cocoanut looks 
Uks a monkey's face Last vear 860,000 
codoonuts were brought to this market, 
the average wholesale price being four 
cents apieca' It is expected that the fig 
ores this season will be nearly 600,000."— 
N«W| York Mail and Express.

The Palgrave Is the largest sailing sliip 
afloat. She Is 8,078 tons register, which 
Is ou|7 twenty tons smaller tnan the new 
North Qormon Uoyd steamship Lahn, and 
there are oalv about twenty steamships 
that exceed tuis size. Allowing for the 
great amount of room occupied oy the en 
gines^.rand machinery of the monster 
stMimsbip, together with tbie space de 
voted to their passenger accommodations, 
the iPalgrave can carry a larger eargo 
than any other vessel, except the Qruat 
Eastera, that has ever made a voyage. 
^Tbere are only three other sailing ships 
ln-,(lie world registering more than 2,600 
tons ■ These ore the Reliance, of 2,5tit< 
tons, built In Liverpool lif 1884, tho tiHn 
gal, of 2,510 tons, built at Dublin In 
181*, the New York, of 2,0i)9 tons, biilli 
af Greenock In 1858; tho Now York, how 
ever, has an auxiliary screw propeller 
though relying chietly upon her sails 
The Fingal Is built of steel and the othei 
two areilron.— Detroit Pnie Press.

Kx'I'Uiur Wilolerj' Fullowi.a Vouut; Forger to 
Victoria aud forces Him to Befiind 
* «8,600 of His Bootr. 

On Wednesday last Mr, .lames H. 
Woolery, e.t-chief of the Seattle police, 
arrested a young forger in this city and 
recovered !<«,rjOO 6f';tEe booty. " The cap- 
ture was a piece of clever detective work 
very creditable to Mr. Woolery. Several 
weeks ago circulars were sent to the au 
thorities iu all the western cities atatiiif 
tliat Arthur White, aged was wanted 
in Denver, Ooloratlo, where, as cashior of 
a bank, he had forgetl tho imiiie of his 
employer, C. M. Killredge, to a draft for 
810,000 oil Now York, which amount ho 
had collected and then absconded. The 
circular gave a minute desoripkioii uf the 
forger and stated a suitable reward woiilil 
bu paiil for his arrcsl. Karly in the week 
u young fellow answui iiig the desci-iption 
of the fugitive, passed through .Seattle on 
his way lo Victoria. Mr. Wiaileiy at 
once telugrapliod to Denver, and received 
instructions to arrest White. The detec- 
tive started for "Victoria, arriving here on 
Tuesday's boat. Ho learned' that White 
was travelling under the name of Frank 
llicliardson. I'pon arrival here the 
ollieer iiiiule a tour of tho var- 
ious hotels, and on the rogister 
of one be found the name of Frank Rich- 
ardson. Learning the number of Kicb- 
ardson'a room ho got tho key from the 
ollice, and during Kicliardsoii's abaoneo 
went through his baggage. In a valise ho 
found $1,000 in currency which ho took 
liaru'e of, as well as some papers of a use- 
ful character in the iirosoeutiou of the 
caae.

Till st'imps of the eighty in the Alaska 
I nioii mill, on Douglas Island, will be 
t;ikeii out and placed on the property of 
the company in the Basin. Nothing but 
the stamps will be removed, so that they 
cull hu replaced ut any lime and without 
iiiucli cost, Tiie free nplling ores in the 
company's mine will be run through the 
mill and the free gold cauglit on platen, 
while the concentrates and heavy gulonu 
ores will be ahipped below for treatment.
